The rea on 
hereof is, fa that theie Ftaſtes are alwayes to be kept on the Loꝛds 
dy (cem: nonly called Simdap:) and becauſe one # the ſelłt- ame 
Lttte is not alway:s to ſtand(in the Kalender) foꝛ Sunday; partly, 
becauſe the ſolar peare, conſiſting ot 365. dayes & 6 honres, being 
made Hebdomamcall (that ts, deuided into 52. werkes) there re- 
mayneth one odde day : partly, betauſe thoſe 6.howers put togither 
cuery fourth peare, de mike Diem intercalarem, whith cauſeth the 
Leape peare thercfoze theſe F eaſtes tan not continually fall vpon 
one ccriaine day of the Maneth, like as the other Feaſtes (ranging 
ouer al the dayes ob the weeke)o:dinarily doe; which therefoze are 
called Fed, ↄꝛ ſtanding Feptes.
